An ordi 
r; ry fiat imndage made from a colToe-sack well 
saturated with tar will. I believe, answer cjnal- 
ly well; and an occasional washing of the 
tmnks of the ticca with coal oil i* said to Ite 
lent lieial. 

There Is another remedy in vogue in B-ook- 
lyn, N. Y.. which I have seen used to good 
tut pose It i« to bore a hole in the tree (sav 
fr« III fonr to six feet from the bottom of the 
tnink) one inch in diameter and from three to 
fix Ini lies deep, according to the size of the 
trte. Insert in this a roll of brimstone and 
coik ujt the hole. Ti.e brimstone continuvllv 
bei omta ait'orbed and should l>e renewcl everv 
spring. But now certainly the tar-band- 
ace shi nld be placed on everv tree, and 
if, insti ;id of au ordinance requiring tree* 
to l>e cut down, tbe Common Council would 
pats one requiring uU prirnte and puhlir trtn-s 
to be (oated in this manner. I cannot but think 
iliev wt.uld succeed in exterminating worms 
and saving the trees. Of course this ought to 
have t>een done Itefore, hut that it has nt>t been 
affords no reason tor further delav. l>n eve-v- 
body, then, and bis neighbor go to work at 
imre, each doing his part toward «xterinin:i'ing 
this pest.

Old Capitol IMson 
Is nearly cleared out, there Ficlng less than one 
hundred i-rnfined there, and these mostly sick 
and wour ded reF>els. 

A large delegation of Quakers, who are hold- 
ing a j early meeting in Maryland near th’is citv 
came into town this morning and by means of 
special appointment previonsly made, obtained 
an interview with President Johnson, which 
w:vs merely of a social character. Brief remarks 
w.re inftrmally exchanged on tbe occasion. 

.\ delegation of Poles, from Berne, Switzer- 
1-ird, arrived to day, and will have an Inter- 
view with the Pre.*idcnt to-morrow, forlliepnr- 
po e of obtaining his view ot the Polish emi- 
gration scheme to this country. 

Dnring the past few days quite a nnm’>er of 
troops tncsmped rear 'M'a=hlngton have at- 
tempted to get home by taking French leave of 
aF’scrce. 

To-day a sqnad of aF>ont twenty, all of whom 
were dressed In cU'z-ns’ summer clothing, 
weie marched thron'gh the city to camp under 
an c.'cort of a detachment of cavalry, h.iving 
been pkked np in Marvland.

They will have an latervMw with 
the President to morrow, bnt the policy of re- 
ccr St- action is regarded as fully settled by the 
pnujanatlon of to-day appointing Judge 
Sharkey Provisional Governor of .MississippL 
Ocne'al Halleck has written an elalmrate re- 
p’y to General Sherman’s official report, espc 
eialiy that portion relating to him. In this doc 
ment General Halleck claims that all move- 
ments of our troors which he made in Virgini.* 
or against any co operation with Sherman in 
North Carolina, were made and exeented by 
tbe direct orders of General Grant, and that the 
latter even selected the troops which he directed 
Halleck to use. 

It Is said that Stoocman bos written a letter 
on Sherman’s rep<irt but it has not reached tbe 
War iFepaitmtnt. 

Major-General Terry, the hero of Fort Fisher, 
is here, but lie leaves in a day or so for Rich- 
mond, where he sunercedcs Gen. Halleck 
who has been exiled to the Pacific coast.

Mc- 
Dowell, bis generosity prompted him to show 
hb appreciation of the services of those who 
turronnded him on that ill lated day, and he, in 
hL< official report makes signal mention of hU 
staff c tlicer, (Japtain James B. Fry. 

When General Buell was ordered to Kenturkv 
he was given his choice ct -\djut:ynt-GeueraU. 
Well knowing General Fry’s experience, and 
fnlly a| pre-ciating his talents, he selected him to 
I acsist in tbe great work ot collecting and or- 
ganizing the armv of the Ohio. General Fry’s 
services fuilv jostified the*Bele'’Uon, and General 
Buell never lost an opportunity in any of his 
i Uicial reports to speak of the untiring energy 
and ( lliciency of his Chief of Staff. 

General Fry was at the battle of Shiloh and 
his conduct on that field elicited tbe highe*t aj- 
miraiiun oi bis brother stalf officers by wh'im be 
was enrronnded. Cool and self-poesessed, he 
was rea-dy at any moment to give the informa- 
tion which three months hard labor in the or- 
ganization of the army bad laid np in his mind. 
The occurrence related in the above extract from 
tbe Mercnry never took place. On more than one 
occasion on the field of Shiloh tbe writer of 
this article beard GeneriU Buell call upon his 
Chief of Staff for all important inform ition. 
and in not a single instaucedid be near Geaerai 
Frv- tail to give the iuturmalicn re<iuire<l in ex- 
act di-t.ail. Tbe writer admits that he saw Gen- 
eral Fry "da“h straight at the enemy,” but not 
with “a yell of mingled shame, despair, and 
dt fiance;”' Lut it was when tbe hopes of uu 
day reemid trembling in the balam e, when the 
uutiied lines of the Army of the Ohio wt-e 
sway mg to aud tro Fteneath the repeated shocks 
of the ei'cuiy, and when every man miAht feel 
that the weight of F>attle rested on himself. 

TFie writer docs not know w ha*. Mr. Lln -.’iln 
tF:oiight of Gen. FrT’etalcnt for Hgnie*, Fmt hr 
does know the s* lection of a Pro vrrt Marshal 
fJenend was a sulject of grave disensrioa iu lUe 
Cabinet, and that tbe selection finally m.ule was 
applauded by tbe staff of the army. The Pro- 
vost Mar-hal Gene:ars Do(>artment did n.it 
grow up in a long course ot vears, but snddenly 
bnr*t torth.almo«t cn it* creation, into one of the 
large-t and most intricate department* of the 
Government. When Gen. Fry admuied the luan- 
ugcaient of that dep.artment nut even the first 
ground had been broken Beiore he could get 
enough clerks to o]>eu his letters he was over- 
wbelmid with business. He bnilt up the de- 
paita'cnt, he brought order ont of tbe m'ost 
dire conlu.'ion, und redui-ed the rough pian 
adopted by tbe aet creating the department to 
one of the most pcrleet systems of the Uo.eru- 
meiit.
